The Parish Council has expressed 
concern regarding the new trolley 
“Radlock” system. 

The Parish Council asked if they 
would change their minds and use a coin 
operated system. We felt sure that if 
anyone found a trolley in the Village 
they would return it to the store to re- 
ceive the coin. Tesco informed us that 
this would not be considered as other 
Tesco stores around the country had 
experienced many difficulties. Appar- 
ently they are easily broken into witha 
screwdriver. 

We again expressed concern regard- 
ifig how those Villagers who did not 
have transport and were either elderly 
or disabled would get their shopping 
home. Tesco assured us that those who 
needed to take the trolley home only 
had to go to Customer Services and 
someone would unlock the wheels so 
that they can override the locking grid 
system. 

We hope this goes some way to ex- 
plain our side of the trolley situation. 
Unfortunately Tesco are within their 
rights to make the ultimate decision, 
whether we agree or not.

Foxglove wood II 


The man was sitting on a log at the edge 
of the clearing, his black dog by his side, 
keeping as still as possible, because move- 
ment attracts the eye. 

In the middle of the clearing was a small 
pond surrounded by a few rushes, reeds, 
moss and lichen-covered logs. This pond 
was the focus of the man’s attention.

From deep within the 
Hazel ‘stools’, Wrens were making their pres- 
ence known, whilst blackbirds seemed to be 
everywhere, and were proud of it, judging 
by the noise they made! The Song Thrush 
kept repeating itself, and the Green Wood- 
pecker was laughing at them all from his po- 
sition, high up on the Ash tree. 

With the noise of the birds in his ears, 
and looking up at them in the trees, his at- 
tention was not focused on his purpose for 
being there, but the black dog’s was, as her 
ears pricked up. Her attention was drawn to 
the other side of the clearing. She watched

Most parents - quite rightly worry 
about their children trying drugs. They 
want to know the risks and what to do 
if they suspect their child is using drugs. 
But, as many teachers, hospital staff 
and Police Officers will tell you, alco- 
hol can cause just as many problems 
for young people. 

* 1,000 children under the age of 15 
are admitted to hospital each year with 
acute alcohol poisoning which can be 
life threatening. 

* After drinking alcohol young 
people are far more likely to have an 
accident, and some are more likely to 
become involved in a fight. 

* When intoxicated young people can 
become vulnerable, as they may not be 
aware of their surroundings and pos- 
sible dangers. 

Of course not every young person 
drinks alcohol and of those who do only 
aminority will drink to excess. Alcohol 
gets into the bloodstream within a few 
minutes of being consumed and is car- 
ried to all parts of the body. The effects 
can take hours to wear off depending 
on: 

- How much the person’s drunk and 
how quickly 

- What they’ ve been drinking 

- How used they are to drinking al- 
cohol 

- Their size and weight 

As aparent you can lead by example 
- believe it or not you’re still the most 
important influence in your child’s life, 
as they will hear what you say and no- 
tice the things you do. However, your 
child will need you to understand how 
things look from their point of view. It 
may be difficult to discuss some sub- 

jects; the best you can do is to talk with 
your child about things that loom large 
in their life. Alcohol is almost certainly 
one of those things.

Tesco 


There is only a small percentage of 
Bar Hill residents today who can recall 
how retailing in the new village was 
originally envisaged in the 1960s. In- 
deed, there are many who believe that 
Bar Hill grew around the Tesco store, 
or that the store was part of the original 
plan. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The shopping precinct of 14 
shops, known to a generation of Bar 
Hill residents as The Mall, completed 
in 1968, was part of a shopping centre 
of 32 shops in total which would ex- 
tend towards the Church Centre. Here, 
the Village Centre, would be, in addi- 
tion to the Church and Health Centre, 
a Village Hall and a market. Two fac- 
tors stymied the completion of the 
shopping centre; the first was the slow 
growth of the village due to the eco- 
nomic circumstances of the time, and 
the other was a ‘Restrictive Covenant’ 
which gave the supermarket, Key Mar- 
kets, amonopoly in the retailing of gro- 
ceries, fruit and vegetables and bakery 
goods. By the beginning 1973, how- 
ever, all the shops were at last showing 
signs of realisation. All the shops apart 
from one in The Mall had been let, in- 
cluding that of a Chemist which had 
been long awaited. Even dents were 
appearing in Keymarkets ‘Restrictive 
Covenant’ with Tom Flanagan and his 
family providing a popular service 
around the village with his mobile 
greengrocery business. 

Despite the obstacle of the ‘Restric- 
tive Covenant’ speculation had begun 
to grow as to when plans would ap- 
pear for the second phase of shops. 
When plans were published, they were 
not for a second range of shops. 

A document ‘Shopping in Bar Hill’, 
with plans on display at the Information 
Centre, attempted to persuade resi- 


dents of the beneficial effects of a 
superstore in the Village. This would be 
situated between The Hall and the 
Church Centre, with a three-storey of- 
fice block in the car park at the back of 
The Mall. Opposite, between the Health 
Centre and the Perimeter Road would 
be the car park necessary fora store of 
this size. Mounding and landscaping 
would surround the whole area. 

A prospective tenant (Pricerite) had 
been found, who, while at first favouring 
a site between the Perimeter Road and 
the A604 (A14) on account of the pass- 
ing trade which would result, had been 
persuaded by the developers that the 
village centre site was preferable de- 
spite the higher rent this would entail The 
Residents’ Association listed the advan- 
tages and disadvantages in the Septem- 
ber issue of the Bar Hill News. The 
advantages were few; that it would 
widen the range of retailing in the Vil- 
lage, bring into the Village from outside 
those who would use the existing shops, 
provide a restaurant, bring in enough 
traffic to support a car service station, 
the overall result of which would be in- 
crease in the value of houses. The dis- 
advantages for the village would be far 
more numerous. It would reduce the 
area needed in future for a Village Hall, 
swimming pool, paddling pool, nursery 
school and formal gardens, besides 
being out of scale with its surroundings. 
It would increase noise and pollution in 
the Village especially on Fridays and 
Saturdays when over a 1000 people at 
atime would enter the village merely to 
shop at the superstore. The only road 
to Hanover Close would be through the 
industrial area, and the office block 
would face the houses on Gladeside. 
A door-to-door survey by the Resi- 
dents’ Association during early Septem- 
ber asked three questions: 

1) Do you want a superstore any- 
where in Bar Hill? 

2) If you want one, do you want it 
on the proposed site? 

3) If you don’t want one on this site, 


would you agree to it 
a) across the Spine Path 
b) beyond the Perimeter Road 
c) elsewhere 
The results were unequiyocal, giving 
a clear mandate to the Parish Council 
and District Councillors to oppose the 
plans as proposed. 86.6% of the adult 
population of the Village had given their 
opinion.

Ata meeting at the Cambridgeshire 
Hotel, attended by representatives of 
Bar Hill Developments Ltd., the Resi- 
dents’ Association and the Parish Coun- 
cil, it was stated that the ‘Restrictive 
Covenant’ exercised by Keymarkets 
was preventing the building of the sec- 
ond phase of shops. Many of the exist- 
ing shops were having difficulty trading 
profitably, and were being subsidised 
in various ways. The ‘Resjrictive Cov- 
enant’ did not apply to shopping facili- 
ties which were not part of The Mall or 
an extension to it. The deyelopers be- 
lieved that Bar Hill was nota village, 
having, among other faciljties, a shop- 
ping centre serving the surrounding area. 
The Parish Council and the Residents’ 
Association insisted that it was a village 
like any other, that its heart should be 
ona human scale and not devoted prin- 
cipally to commerce. The developers 
claimed that the approach as at the new 
village of New Ash Green in Kent 
where over 50 shops, including a res- 
taurant and two supermarkets served 
principally the needs of the community 
was not viable. Although the site be- 
tween the Perimeter Road and the 
A604 (A14) was the one most 
favoured by those residents of Bar Hill 
wanting a superstore (access not being 
via the village centre), the developers 
did not think that this was desirable as 

a) | 


few from outside the village would 
visit the existing shops. The Parish 
Council and Residents’ Association 
were assured that the proposed land- 
scaping would be mature within 5-6 
years, that part of the car-park would 
be made available for amenity areas to 
be determined by the Residents’ As- 
sociation and Parish Council, and that, 
if the superstore was a success, land 
was available for extra shops. In an- 
swer to the opinion that the siting of the 
superstore across the spine-path was 
less objectionable than that proposed, 
the developers believed that this would 
be less acceptable to an operator and 
would be of less benefit to the existing 
shops. The revised outline planning ap- 
plication submitted to the Parish Coun- 
cil in December 1973 proposed the sit- 
ing of the superstore on the opposite 
side of the spine path. The Council 
noted that only 4.5% of residents had 
been in favour of this, and none of the 
suggestions made by the Council and 
Residents’ Association for the centre of 
the village had been included. At a Pub- 
lic Meeting on February 8th 1974, the 
developers indicated that they would 
give ‘favourable consideration’ to pro- 
viding the shell ofa village hall. Outline 
planning approval was, however, sub- 
sequently given by the Chesterton Dis- 
trict Council, though no detailed appli- 
cation would be considered until the 
contract for the flyover had been 
awarded later in the year. 

During the next eighteen months, a 
more significant figure than Pricerite 
appeared on the scene, and in Septem- 
ber 1975 Tesco submitted an applica- 
tion for the building ofa superstore. De- 
spite being allowed only the minimum 
time with which to raise objections, the 
Parish Council informed the District 
Council of the following points of con- 
cem: the unsatisfactory architecture of 
the building, the car park too stark, 
wrongly sited service area, poor ve- 
hicular access to the site, inadequate 
provision for landscaping, and lack of

restrictions on signage and advertise- 
ments. Later that month, mainly on the 
grounds of the poor architectural de- 
sign, permission was refused. In Janu- 
ary 1976, a second application was 
received, and plans went on show in 
the school, and the following month 
Tesco received planning permission. 
Immediately, Keymarkets announced 
that they intended to surrender the lease 
of their supermarket in Bar Hill. Fol- 
lowing the closure of Keymarkets in 
March, the Village was without a ma- 
jor food outlet for over a year. Resi- 
dents had to travel to Cambridge and 
elsewhere, and small shops in Dry Dray- 
ton and other villages enjoyed a brief 
Indian summer before Tesco opened 
their doors to many who had been their 
customers on July 2nd 1977. A com- 
bination of assurances, few of which 
such as landscaping and the provision 
for village amenities and extra small 
shops were kept, the donation of 
£50,000 towards a Village Hall (hope- 
lessly inadequate for a Village of Bar 
Hill’s size), and the void created by the 
departure of Keymarkets, was enough 
for residents grudgingly to welcome the 
imposition of a Tesco Superstore into 
the centre of their village. Attitudes may 
well have been different had it been 
known that the entire centre of Bar Hill 
had been sold to Tesco Stores Ltd. 
Residents of other villages began to look 
on Bar Hill with a mixture of delight and 
relief. That no longer had they to go into 
Cambridge for their weekly shopping, 
and the superstore had not been sited 
in the centre of their villages. In the 
minds of the more uncultivated among 
them, Bar Hill became known as ‘the 
Tesco village’, an image that now, over 
twenty years later it finds difficulty liv- 
ing down. 

Echoes of the building of the Tesco 
Stores of the 1970s have been felt dur- 
ing the process of the planning and 
building of their new stores in the 1990s. 
This time the store is three times bigger, 
open 24 hours, with a commensurate 


increase in traffic and car parking space. 
Again, many assurances made (ver- 
bally) have not been kept, landscaping 
totally inadequate, and quality of life for 
the inhabitants of Bar Hill, undermined. 
In the centres of how many traditional 
villages would Tesco have been allowed 
to impose themselves as they have on 
Bar Hill both in the 1970s and the 
1990s? No doubt the notion that Bar 
Hill is a ‘development, serving the sur- 
rounding villages’ is as fixed in the minds 
of the planning authority today as it was 
in those of Bar Hill Developments Ltd. 
Possession is nine-tenths of the law, 
and, therefore, possession of land re- 
quired is nine-tenths of the way towards 
realising commercial objectives. This, . 
after all, in the final analysis, both in the 
1970s and 1990s, is what reajly mat- 
tered, not the well-being ofa thriving ~ 
village community.
